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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claim 10 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. 

In claim 10 line 1 , there is no antecedent basis for "said appliance". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

3. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Reham et al (#5,012,629) in view of Short (#5,419,245). 

Reham et al show the method and apparatus for the manufacture of infusion pods 
comprising a mold with a depression 2 with outer opening being rimmed with two sheets 
of material sandwiching the coffee material product, a bolt carrier form 8 conforming to 
the shape of the depression wherein the form is axially moveable to bring the form into 
contact with the mold to bring the form bolt into the depression with the form surface 
and mold sealing surface being engaged. Reham et al fails to show the resilient spring 
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member as claimed but rather discloses the use of a piston. Short teaches the concept 
of using a bolt carrier which has resilient biasing spring members to bias the pressing 
surface. Short shows bolt means slideably mounted in a bolt carrier as shown in figure 
3. Short also discloses that the springs cause the press plate to continue to be forced 
downward by the biasing nature of the compressed springs 63 and that the springs 
have particular spring rates. Short shows the forming press being manually axially 
moveable relative to the mold via crank handle 73. It would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to provide Reham et al with biasing 
spring pressing means as taught by Short to cause the pressing form bolt in Reham et 
al to press against the mold continuously by the biasing nature of compressed springs. 
Regarding spring coefficient being high enough and low enough as claimed, Short 
teaches that the springs have particular desired spring rates and the actual spring 
coefficient is merely a matter of desired compression by the user. Regarding claim 10, 
the examiner notes that it has been held that claims directed to making a device 
portable or movable without producing any new and unexpected result would not render 
the claims patentable. See in re Lindberg, 93 USPQ 23 (CCPA 1952).
